Ralph Turner Wins 
In Senatorial Vote 


McDONOUGH, Ga., Sept. 15.— 
Ralph Turner, McDonough bank- 
er, today became the _ senator 
designate from the neéwly-creat- 
ed 35th district, defeating Ed L. 
Reagan, former senator and for- 
mer representative, in a county- 
wide primary to select a nominee 
for the election which will be held 
September 24. Turner won by a 
vote of 805 to 657. 

The successful nominee carried 
two of the four cities in the coun- 
ty, while the other two went to 
Reagan. Turner carried McDon- 
ough, 248 to 171, and Logust 
Grove, 54 to 25. Reagan carried 
Hampton, 106 to 49, and Stock- 
bridge, 87 to 71. 

The successful candidate is a 
lieutenant colonel on the staff of 
Governor Rivers and a member 
of the state Democratic executive 
committee. He is former presi- 
dent of the Georgia Roosevelt 
clubs and was a delegate to the 


- 1936 Democratic national conven- 


tion. He also is president of the 
First National Bank of this city. 
Today’s race was the first elec- 
tion contest he ever entered.

IRE AND BLASTS 


15 Hurt as Explosion and 
Flames Wreck Factory; 
Near-by School Menaced. 


WEEHAWKEN, N. J., Sept. 15. 
(?)—Fifteen persons were injured 
today when a sereis of explosions 


and .fire wrecked part of a crude 
drugs factory and set fire to four 
adjoining tenement houses and a 
grammar school building after it 
had been cleared of its 280 pupils 
and 10 teachers, 

Firemen ventured into the ruins 
tonight as far as the flames would 
allow in the possibility someone 
was killed, but fire officials said 
they thought the possibility “re- 
mote.” 

Fire Chief William O’Neill, who 
arrived shortly after the first ex- 
plosion, said he heard six more 
explosions in the northern section 
of the S. B. Penick & Company 
plant where -alcohol and ether 
were stored. 

Other witnesses reported hearing 
almost a score of explosions. 
Detective Lieutenant David Jor- 
dan estimated damage between 
$200,000 and $250,000. 

When the first explosion was 
heard, Principal Urban Chase hur- 
ried from room to room in public 
school No. 1 and instructed the 
teachers to lead the children out. 
They left in orderly fashion. 
An‘hour after the 40-year-old 
three-story brick school building 
was cleared, a spark ignited the 
wooden cupola. 

Sixteen girls and 150 men were 
at work in the factory and they 
fled after the first blast.

‘A lively renewal, of , the.. whole 
troubled controversy over: the 
courts and the constitution is in 


prospect for the week end. 

President Roosevelt, still seek- 
ing some reorganization of the su- 
preme court, will deliver a ma- 
jor address on Friday. night in 
observance of the 150th anniver- 
sary of the signing of the consti- 
tution. 

He will be preceded and fol- 
lowed by two of his most deter- 
mined opponents in that dispute, 
Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 
renowned as a constitutional au- 
thority, who will speak on Thurs- 
day night, and Senator . Vanden- 
berg, Republican, Michigan, 
speaking Saturday. 

Although .speeches were ar- 
ranged independently, Washington 
wiseacres are already referring to 
the series as a “debate,” and one 
that may become famous. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s address is gen- 
erally regarded, too, as the first 
of several in which he will at- 
tempt to bring the pressure of 
what he considers friendly pub- 
lic opinion to bear upon those 
members of congress who op- 
posed, and, in some _ instances, 
blocked administration legislation 
at the last session. 

Speculation is intense, too, as to 
what, if any, effect the current 
agitation over the alleged Ku 
Klux Klan membership of the 
President’s only supreme _ court 
nominee, Hugo L. Black, may 
have upon his address. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself took 
cognizance of the charges with 
his prepared statement yesterday, 
which left the definite impression 
that he expects a pronouncement 
from Black, and may make an- 
other one later himself.

Later, however, it was empha- 
sized that such a question was one 
for the Munitions Control Board 
to determine and that the board 
is making no such survey.

Latest figures show that 25 per 
cent, or $54,826,000, of Japan’s to- 
tal purchases of $192,000,000 in 
the United States during the first 
seven months of 1937 consisted of 
raw cotton. During 1936 she 
made total purchases of $105,000,- 
000, of which $88,000,000 was raw 
cotton. 

On the other hand, China’s to- 
tal purchases this year through 
July have amounted to $37,000,- 
000, including only $570,000 of 
cotton, as compared with total 
purchases of $26,000,000 in 1936, 
including $1,051,00Q of ‘cotton.

Green 
was arrested last spring on a 
liquor charge and left town after 
his bond of $200 was made by

street, the second missing witness. 

Green returned to Atlanta in 
July, his mother testified, but dis- 
appeared again after he had gone 
swimming with a friend, who said

20,000 Cavalry Attack. 
Twenty thousand Japanese cav- 
alry formed the spearhead of the 
drive below Peiping, in which 
some 60,000 Japanese were said to 
have routed eight Chinese divi- 
sions, about 100,000 men, along a 
70-mile front. 

This operation was independent 
of, but co-ordinated with, Japan’s 
drive down the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway, which reached a point 10 
miles north of the Chinese base at 
Tsangchow, 60 miles south of 
Tientsin. 

Japan’s new North China com- 
mander-in-chief, General Count 
Juichi Terauchi, former minister 
of war, was directing the entire 
huge operation. His command was 
estimated at 125,000 officers and 
men. 

The drive below Peiping, Japa- 
nese said, resulted in the capture 
of Kuanhsien, below the Yungting 
river, some 30 miles south of 
Peiping. This is an important town 
on the Peiping-Paotingfu highway 
and its fall opened the way to a 
wide wheeling movement which 
threatened the Chinese base at 
Paotingfu, 80 miles southwest of 
Peiping. 


CHINESE REPEL BITTER 


ATTACKS BY JAPANESE 
SHANGHAI, Sept. 15—(4)—The 
Japanese army, now firmly im- 
planted in the Whangpoo- Yangtze 
triangle and commanded by one of 
Tokyo’s highest general, today 
hurled all its force against newly- 
straightened Chinese lines north 
of Shanghai, but could report only 
minor gains. 
After a day’s fighting in rain 
and mud, the Japanese announced 
advances near Lotien, 15 miles 
northwest of Shanghai, but else- 
where along the new 25-mile front 
from Shanghai to the Yangtze es- 
tuary the Chinese lines held firm.

Outside New York city, where 
it appeared that Senator Cope- 
land’s forces were now dropping 
the issue they themselves had 
raised, the whole Black contro- 
versy showed no sign of losing 
vigor. 
In Georgia, Imperial Klan Wiz- 
ard Hiram Wesley Evans, while 
repeatedly denying that Justice 
Black was a Klansman, said that 
body had supported Copeland in 
his 1928 senatorial race and that 
he (Evans) would vote for Cope- 
land for mayor of New York, if 
that were possible. 
In New Hampshire, Republican 
Senator Bridges cried out that 
Black’s confirmation to the bench 
was “steamrollered” through the 
senate by the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. 
At about the same time Demo- 
cratic Senator Bulow was saying 
in South Dakota that Black was a 
“pretty nice fellow,” and that Sen- 
ator Bankhead, Black’s then Dem- 
ocratic colelague in the senate, 
had given assurance that the jus- 
tice-nominate “had never been a 
member of the Klan.” 

Thomas Assails Black. 

In New York, Norman Thomas, 
Socialist presidential candidate in 
the last election, denounced the 
Klan and said that “in common 
decency” Justice Black shuld re- 


| sign the bench “at once.” 


Black, said Thomas, had “de- 
liberately deceived the public, the 
senate, and probably the President 
about his connection with it (the 
Klan).” 

Democratic Senator Walsh, of 
Massachusetts, calling for a pub- 
lic repudiation by Justice Black of 
Klan principles, said everybody, 
and particularly senators with 
large Catholic and Jewish constit- 
uencies, was entitled to such a 
statement. 

Senator Tydings, 

Democrat, said he doubted “very 
much” that Black was or had been 
a Klansman, but recalled a pre- 
vious warning to senatorial col- 
leagues that they should investi- 
gate the matter before confirma- 
tion. 

In defense of the justice, Post- 
master W. Cooper Green, of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., a former close po- 
litical associate, made public a list 
of names designed to show that 
Black had obtained government 
jobs for Jews and Catholic and 
thus was “not religiously preju- 
diced.” Green himself said he was 
not a Klansman. 

Justice Black himself remained 
silent in England. 

Smith’s speech was distinctly 
anti-climactical in the contro- 
versy. In a pin-striped, double- 
breasted suit, coat open, he ap- 
peared early at the studio to test 
his voice and told attendants: 
“Tell me if it ain’t loud enough.” 
During the preparatory appear- 
ance before the microphone, he 
chewed belligerently upon a half- 
smoked cigar, but in’ the speech 
itself he exhibited no emotion at 
all.

Loyal Citizens Urged To 
Reconsecrate Selves to 
Its Principles. 


Calling upon loyal citizens to 
rededicate and reconsecrate them- 
selves to principles found in the 
constitution of the United States, 
Hugh Howell, attorney, urged “re- 
vival of Americanism” in a Con- 
stitution Day address yesterday 
before the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution at their chapter 
house on Piedmont avenue. 

“If our country has made the 
strides it has, and has promoted 
the general welfare and secured 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and to our posterity under the 
present constitution, then I think 
patriotic citizens and organizations 
such as yours should, along with 
every citizen of this country, re- 
dedicate and reconsecrate them- 
selves to the principles found in 
that constitution,” Howell de- 
clared. 

Traces Its History. 

After tracing the history of the 
150-year-old document and citing 
the progress the country has made 
under it, the Atlanta attorney 
urged members of the patriotic 
group to “go home and read your 


constitution and reflect on what 
the flag of our country means to 
us 9° 


Referring to the amendments to 
the constitution, Howell said that 
in his opinion the 18th and 19th 
were the only ones that were really 
needed. 

“I am sorry the 18th amendment 
Was ever repealed,” he said. “How- 
ever, in 1932, it was repealed by 
the 21st amendment, which opened 
the floodgates of liquor through- 
out the length and breadth of this 
country and made liquor so plen- 
tiful that it is now carried through 
the country in trucks and automo- 
biles just as any soft drink is 
carried.” 

Should Exercise Care. 

Howell said he was impressed 
with the thought that if “under 
this document our country has de- 
veloped and become great from a 
small beginning of 3,000,000 popu- 
lation in 1789 to the present pop- 
ulation of what is supposed to be 
130,000,000, then we should exer- 
cise the greatest care before at- 
tempting to amend it and let the 
past be the guide to the future.” 

He pointed out that Americans 
have life, liberty and happiness in 
a superlative degree, and that in 
no other* habitation on the face of 
the globe ‘io people have the same 
freedom and opportunity as they 
have in America.

During the World War, he com- 
manded the 307th Engineers in 
France, and later served as chief 
engineer of the Fifth Corps. He 
participated in the St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives and was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal for “exceptional meritori- 
ous service.” 

Subsequent to the war, he served 
on the War Department claims 
board, and later supervised river 
and harbor work at Nashville and 
Galveston.

A WISE STEP 


President Roosevelt has ordered all vessels 
owned by the United States government not to 
transport war materials for either Japan or 
China. In addition, he has notified privately 
owned ships which fly the American flag that 
they will engage in this commerce only at their 
own risk. 

Regardless of sympathy for China, which 
nation will be the chief sufferer by this ac- 
tion, there can be no complaint against the 
President’s announcement by any unprejudiced 
American citizen. It is an entirely proper step 
in any program to keep this nation away from 
entanglement in the Far Eastern conflict. 

To permit vessels owned by this government 
to transport war materials to either belligerent 
would be a flagrant breach of neutrality by 
the United States. It would amount, in fact, 
to sub rosa participation in the struggle by the 
American government. 

The order simply warns privately. owned 
American ships that, if they transport war 
cargoes, they do so at their own risk. This is 
in full accord with the policy laid down, and 
generally approved,-since the fighting began in 
China. All forms of private interest, whether 
they be individuals who persist in staying in 
the danger zone after being given opportunity 


to leave; whether they are represented by pri- - 


vate investment in China, or whether they be 
American ships carrying succor to either Nan- 
king or Tokyo, must realize that this nation 
will not run the risk of becoming involved in 


the horrors of warfare for the benefit of any , 


stubborn or selfish individual. | 

It is unfortunate for China that she pos-, 
desses practically no merchant marine, ‘whereas 
Japan has ample freight tonnage to carry all 
supplies she can purchase. But China’s mis- 
fortune, after all, is not our responsibility and, 
if this country is to remain neutral, there can 
be no concessions because of sympathy for one 
belligerent or the other. 

The American neutrality law has not yet 
been formally invoked. If it is, the presidential 
order will prohibit even privately owned Amer- 
ican ships from carrying war cargoes and will 
limit Japanese or Chinese purchases of sup- 
plies in this country strictly to what they can 
pay for, in cash, and transport in their own 
vessels, 


WHERE THE CONSTITUTION LIVES 
Marion Smith, Atlanta lawyer, speaking be- 


fore the Rotary Club on the United States con- . 


stitution, said: “The constitution must not 
simply be written on parchment, but on the 
hearts of our people. The American plan will 
not be worn away and infringed upon if un- 
derstood by our people as the greatest heritage 
from their fathers.” 

It is doubtful if, ever before, the funda- 
mental principles of American government as 
embodied in the constitution were as seriously 
neriled as they are today. The danger is not 
from without, but from well-meaning friends 
within. Influenced by the fantasies of idealis- 
tic radicals who would make the social system 
over to fit their dreams, at once, there is a 
tendency to abrogate the clearly defined rights 
of the citizen in order to take what are mis- 
takenly envisaged as short. cuts to Utopia. 

These theorists, in their eagerness to erect 
their dream palaces at once, overlook the ne- 
cessity for first building the foundations. They 
forget that, unless the basic rights written into 
the constitution are conserved, the entire sys- 
tem of American democracy is imperiled, that 
it may come tumbling down about our heads, 
bringing to ruin the finest effort the world has 
ever seen for government of all the people by 
all the people. 

Mr. Smith points out in his addres: that 
the constitution embodies two new contribu- 
tions to government. One is that of divided 
sovereignty, between the nation and the state, 
and the other protection of the citizen through 
real constitutional restraints. 

Not only the majority, but the minorities, 
find protection under the American constitu- 
tion and the bill of rights and each citizen, 
whether he be the humblest individual or the 
mightiest corporation, finds protection for con- 
stitutional rights under the American govern- 
ment and with the championship of the su- 
preme court. 

So long as the American people, as stated 
by Mr. Smith, keep the constitution in their 
hearts, there is no real danger that the rights 
of the citizen, as defined in that immortal doc- 
ument, shall ever be taken from him.

ing. 
Lose All Offices. 

The old Georgia Sheriffs and 
Peace Officers’ Association became 
a part of the Georgia County Of- 
ficers’ Association six years ago.| 
Since that time, up until the Al- 
bany convention this year, sheriffs 
and peace officers had an impor- 
tant part in the set up of the coun- 
ty officers group but at the Al- 
bany meeting the presidency and 
all other important offices went to 
ordinaries, tax collectors, superior 
court clerks and other officials, 
none of them peace officers. 

Barfield explained that the 
reason for the withdrawal was 
the fact that the peace officers 
find that at their conventions they 
have few problems in common 
with other officials.

when he entertains for the delegates of the American Legion. 


The 


Atlantans sail on the S. S. Duchess of Atholl on September 24 when 
the ship. weighs anchor at Montreal, Canada, for her voyage across the 


. Atlantic. 


They. will visit London for several days en route to France 


to attend the twentieth anniversary festivities marking the arrival of 
American soldiers on French soil, when they fought as an ally to 


France during the World War. 


France’s hospitality begins in the flag-draped visitors’ hall on the 
pier at Havre with speeches of welcome and toasts in champagne at 


the reception given the Ameri- 
can Legionnaires. 


But this gesture of welcome 
will serve only as the beginning 
of the French nation’s hospitality 
to the mén who fought shoulder 
to shoulder with her soldiers in 
1917 and 1918. The government 
has ag gp the six days fol- 
lowing the arrival of the Legion- 
naires as “free guest week.” Le- 
gionnaires and their families will 
be guests of the republic in 
every sense of the word; their 
transportation, hotel accommada- 
tions, meals, sight-seeing in 
Paris and environs and a coun- 
try excursion are all the gift of 
France. 

Other affairs include a recep- 
tion by Premier Mussolini on Oc- 
tober 4, an audience at the Vati- 
can on October 5 in Rome; the 
dedication of the Pershing me- 
morial at Versailles on October 
6; Chateau Thierry dedication on 
October 7, and various functions 
in Paris. The visitation in Eng- 
land will Include meeting with 
the British Legion; the foreign 
office, a parade to the Cenotaph, 
a visit to the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier, Westminster Ab- 
bey and the houses of parlia- 
ment. 

In Belgium, the Atlantans will 
attend a reception at the palace 
given by King Leopold, and will 
lay a wreath upon the tomb of 
Queen Astrid. 

In addition to the official trip, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cocke will visit 
Denmark, where Hon. Alvin M. 
Owsley, minister from the Unit- 
ed ‘States, is a very close friend 
of Mr. Cocke and was national 
commander of the American Le- 
gion in 1922-23, the year Mr. 
Cocke was national vice com- 
mander. The Cockes will also 
visit Berlin, ‘Germany; Vienna, 
Austria, and Budapest, Hungary, 
rejoining the official command- 
er’s party at Venice for further 
visits in Italy. 

When the S. $. Saturnia sails 
from Triest,.

I had not attended the morning session when, under this same 
judge, the drawing of a jury took place. He took great pains to 
explain to the women that if at any time a lawyer excused them 
from service when they had not asked to be excused, they need 
not feel that this was in any way an insult. It simply meant that, 
for some special reason of his own, the lawyer did not think they 
would be impartial in the case. One woman promptly said she 
did not think the attorney should have that privilege. However, 
as it is the law it must continue to be the attorney’s privilege until 
the law is changed. 

New York state does not have a mandatory law; the law al- 
lowing women to serve on juries is a permissive law.

FLUTTERING CURTAINS. 


What’s the Use of Shopping 
Around for Lovely Fabrics for 
Curtains if They’re Going to 

Be Knotted Up Every Time 
They Flip in Somebody’s 
Face? 


If there’s one thing that makes 
a lady see red, white and blue, it’s 
a glimpse of hér best curtains 
looped up in a big knot to get them 
out of the way. And yet unless a 
man has been expertly house- 
broken, he’ll knot them every time 
they flutter in his face. We don’t 
usually advocate nagging, but in 
a case like that we do think it’s 
forgivable. 


But, of course, the best way is to | 


fix the curtains so they won’t flip 
around irritatingly. It goes with- 
out saying that you can’t keep 
curtains looking like anything if 
they’re going to be knotted from 
time to time, and yet we certain- 
ly can sympathize with a man who 
gets mad at a curtain that flaps 


at him when he is trying to take 
it easy. 
Without Damage to Dispositions. 
If you drew a man who feels 
strongly about curtains that flut- 
ter, better take care to see that 
adequate provisions are made for 
getting the curtains out of the way 
without damage to themselves or 
dispositions. The best way is to 
have a pair of tie-backs at each 
window ready for use even though 
the curtains normally are made to 
hang straight. These tie-backs can 
be simple knobs or metal holders 
that probably won’t show at all 
most of the time,, but they’ll be 
there when needed. Be sure that 
they’re good and substantial so 
they’ll really do the job. Use them 
with or without cords, depending 
on the curtain and the tie-backs.

WHO GETS SUFFICIENT 
VITAMIN B? 

Insidious, slowly progressive 
disabling condition known as mul- 
tiple neuritis or polyneuritis in 
this country and England, as kak- 
ki in Japan, and as* beriberi in 
China, the Philippines and Malay- 
sia, is now recognized as a nutri- 
tional deficiency disease, due spe- 
cifically to deficiency of vitamin 
B in the diet. The characteristic 
feature of the disease is nerve de- 
generation which accounts for the 
progressive weakness and_ paresis 
(partial paralysis) or complete 
loss of use of various muscles, 
especially in the legs and arms 
but along with this weakening or 
impairment of the voluntary 
muscles there. is generally weak- 
ening or impairment of the heart 
— too, so that the circulation 
ails. 

If the condition is not diagnosed 
and adequately treated the paresis 
or paralysis slowly but steadily in- 
creases and finally death occurs 
from dilatation of the heart, edema 
of the lungs, hydrothorax (effu- 
sion of water or serum into the 
pleral cavity), -hydropericardium 
effusion of water or sedum into 
the membranous sac around the 
heart, or paralysis of the dia- 
phragm, or several of these ter- 
minal conditions in complication.

min D. 

Then too, in the general popu- 
lation there are a great many in- 
dividuals who, although not quite 
disabled, just manage to carry on 
in spite of a vague general weak- 
ness which responds to nothing but 
an increased intake of vitamins B, 
G, and D. Some of these “under- 
par” or “run down” persons ulti- 
mately grow so weak, if they do 
not get an adequate vitamin ra- 
tion to supplement their daily diet, 
that they have to take enforced 
vacations or enter hospital for a 
period to “rest up” or “recuper- 
ate.”

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Tucked away in one of those Washington columns, | saw an 
item to the effect that Sumner Welles, an undersecretary of 
state, has been sent to Europe on one of the most important 
diplomatic jobs this administration, or any other one, for that 
matter, has attempted. : 

Well, I’d like to wager he gets it done. Because he is a 
diplomat who can walk a tight wire and who can stand in there 
and smile and trade and see behind doors and skulls when the 
whole thing is balancing and about to fall one way or another. 
He can walk right into a diplomatic lions’ den and never bat an 


eye. 

: I'll never forget the first time I saw him and the 
last time. Because I’ve.always wanted to see him again. 

* It was in 1933 and things down in Cuba were quite dan- 

gerous, what with people starving and Gerardo Machado, like 

an old-time bandit king, trying to hold things down. Bombs 

were going off and there were riots and shootings and things 

were just a few days away from exploding. 

I was on the way to the American embassy, where 
Welles was r, cutting through some side 
streets in Havana where the naked babies played in the 
gutters and the sad-faced women sat in the doorways 
and looked at the children with eyes that weren’t seeing 
much, if anything. They were thinking. 

There is a park very near the embassy and all of a 
suidden there was a pistol shot and the little dark sol- 
diers and the policemen on horseback started getting 
over there very fast. A young Cuban student had put 
on a white linen suit, picked himself a handful of red 
flowers from a bush in the park, and pistoled himself 
very neatly and very bloodily in the head as a protest 
against Mr. Machado. 
It was just a block to the embassy and Mr. Welles was 

there. The trade winds were blowing through the window but 
it was still hot, being August. He looked as cool and as com- 
fortable as if the whole country was at peace and not seething 
and about to explode. 


YES, HE HAD HEARD. 

Yes, he had heard the shot and had learned about the 

shooting. A lot of that went on. It was a Latin type protest. 
I wanted to.see Gerardo Machado, who spent most 

of his time out at his farm, some miles from Havana. 

He had barbed wire and machine guns and even anti- 

aircraft guns out there at that bucolic retreat, did Gerar- 

do Machado. He didn’t trust many people. 

Sumner Welles said it might be arranged. That President 
Machado would be at the palace two days later. So, I thanked 
him and left and walked back through the hot sun. One could 
almost feel things getting tighter and tighter. The sun was 
bright on the waters of the harbors and Malecon drive was 
clean. The fishing boats were out. But the soldiers and the 
police were everywhere. 

And that night, at a meeting of the A. B. C., I saw 

‘the students with the lacerated backs and the old scars. 

They were scars such as one reads about in the Russian 

novels. 

A member of the Rotary Club had taken me there. That 
night some of the men to whom he introduced me showed me 
boxes of dynamite in a wine cellar. It was a nice, hot little 
country and a lot of cumulative hatred was boling. Things 
would have popped right off had it not been for that tall, cool 
man at the American,embassy. His life had been threatened, 
but he went right along, cool and calm, and holding down the 
lid on a boiler. 


TWO DAYS LATER. 

Well, two days later the embassy called and said to present 
my card, which Ambassador Welles had given me, to the guard 
at the palace gate at 2 o’clock. 

I did, and walked through the gates with the squat, 
grim-looking machine guns set up ind sandbags and 
with soldiers sitting around talking. 
There was a long wait in an office, but finally a soldier 

came and said to.come on, and so the secretary and | went. 
We went up two flights of steps. 

Sumner Welles was standing there in a sort of lobby. The 
hangings were all drawn and there were no fans. It was August 
and while | didn’t see one, the thermometer must have been at 
least 100 degrees in there. And perhaps more. He looked 
as cool as if he were standing on the veranda of a Maine home 
in winter. His collar wasn’t even wilted and mine was a wet 
rag about my neck. ~ 

He shook hands and introduced me to the heavy-set 
man with the pock-marked face who was President of 
Cuba, Gerardo Machado. 

We went into a room with the secretary and the President 
and an interpreter and had one of those trite sort of interviews 
in which he loved-his people, who didn’t understand him. It 
lasted about 30 minutes and he denied he had had any dead 
bodies tossed to the sharks in the harbor. | was just asking 
because some hands and’ arms with parts of the shirt and cuff 
link had een found in-a shark and there was a bit of curiosity 
about where some of the bodies were going. He did say that 
perhaps some of his friends, angered because the people he 
loved didn’t understand him, might have been a bit harsh. 


WHEN IT WAS OVER. 

When it was all over I came out and there was Sumner 
Welles still as cool as ice. I thanked him and left and that’s 
he last time I saw him. 

CC It wasn’t many days later that Machado decided he 
would leave the people who did not understand him, 
Which was what Mr. Welles wanted. He left hurriedly 
by plane and soon after his people, who did not under- 
stand him, were killing a lot of his devoted followers 
and dragging their bodies up and down the streets. 


Sumner Welles did a great job down there in what was aj] 


difficult position. 1 would place a wager on him to do the 
same sort of job anywhere else. He ought to come back from 
Europe with a great deal accomplished. They won’t scare him 
or bluff him. He just does his job without getting hot. You 
can bet on men like that. :

Labor Leader Reveals Test 


in Rebuking Employers. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 15.—() 
Meyer Perlstein, of St. Louis, re- 
gional director for the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, a CIO affiliate, said. a test 
had proved southern girls more 
efficient than nothern girls at fac- 


‘tory work. 


Perlstein came here to seek an 
adjustment of wages and hours of 
alteration workers in Memphis 
dress and fur shops. 

“We recently took a group of 
southern girls making $15. a week 
and transferred them to Minneap- 
olis as an experiment to see if 
they were as capable as the work- 
ers in the north,” he said. “Dur- 
ing the first week in a strange 
city they made on an average of 
$35, and were 10 per cent better 
than the other girls, who lived 
right in Minneapolis. 

“If the employers insist the 
girls in the south are inferior, 
we'll bring in industrial enginers 
to prove they are wrong.”

Attorney Confirms Reports. 

Earl. Connelley, Department of 
Justice agent in charge of the case, 
declined to say whether his men 
had intercepted letters from sup- 
posed kidnapers stating Mrs. Par- 
sons died of pneumonia July 9. 
But Benjamin Shiverts, attorney 
for Mrs. Anna Kuprianova, who 
lived at the Parsons home, as well 
as Parsons himself, confirmed the 
report. . 

The letters, according to the re- 
ports, were addressed to Parsons 
and Mrs. Kuprianova. They stated 
that Mrs. Parsons’ body “had been 
disposed of.” 

“It is perhaps unfortunate,” 
Shiverts said, “that such informa- 
tion should -tecome known, but 
since it has the facts may as well 
be confirmed.” 

Family Convinced. 

“There is no question but that 
the information at hand shows 
clearly that Mrs. Parsons is dead 
and that contact has been estab- 
lished with her real kidnapers. All 
concerned in the case are of the 
same mind in this matter.” 

The stories, which Shiverts was 
shown before making his .com- 
ment, said the letters began ar- 
riving about two weeks after Mrs.
